Washington, November 20.—In a 
recent dispatch I pointed out that 
American opinion is disposed to make 
the retention or abrogation of the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance a test ques- 
tion of the reality of British good- 
will towards the United States. With 
all deference to American feelings,

Notwithstanding this 
pointed hint—which has been widely 
reproduced in the United States—some 
well-known American writers continue 
to force the issue of the Anglo-Japa- 
nese alliance upon public attention. 
One such writer says: “I am in q po-

fice, the United States government con- 
siders, on the face of the known texts, 
that in case of war between Japan 
and the United States, involving—as 
it inevitably would—some third nation, 
Britain, so long as the present Anglo- 
Japanese alliance continues in effect, 
is in honor bound to go to the assist- 
ance of Japan 
States. This consideration, as has 
been often said, but not sufficiently 
realized, is one of the greatest matters 
that has now to be threshed out here 
in Washington.” 
Another Viewpoint. 

Another writer, who obviously is not 
out of touch with the views of some 
official quarters, suggests that before 
ering into any agreement for the 

itation of naval armaments, the 
wnited States may ask for the defi- 
nite abandonment of the Anglo-Japxr 
nese alliance. He argues that, for the 
United States to pledge itself not to 
build warships for ten years, and to 
leave the other two naval powers 
bound together in a defensive alliance, 
with their combined navies approxi- 
mately double the naval forces of the 
Unit * States, would scarcely be re- 
garded as reasonable. The idea that a 
tri-partite Anglo-Japanese-American 
agreement might be substituted for the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance, he continues, 
is not popular with the American ad- 
ministration, and would probably 
never be ratified by the senate. 
Interpreting the reference’ in 


“commitments” affecting China which 
ought to be examined by the confer- 
ence, the writer concludes that the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance is one of the 
commitments referred to. 

_ In view of this campaign, which may 
tend to confuse American public opin- 
ion, or, if the foreshadow of official 
action, may create a delicate situation, 
it seems expedient to state frankly the 
real position of the Briffsh empire in 
regard to the Anglo-Japanese alliance, 
and thus to obviate the impression that 
pressure or dictation from any foreign 
quarter is requisite or that it could or 
would affect decisions of the peoples 
of the British empire.

San Francisco, November 20. 
Deathbed accusations and explana- 
tions of what might have caused her 
illness, made to nurses, by Miss Vir- 
ginia Rappe,:in connection with whose 
death Roscoe (Fatty) Arbuckle is on 
trial for manslaughter, will next fea- 
ture the trial of the fat comedian. 

The nurses who attended Miss Rappe 
during her fatal illness testified at 
the coroner’s inquest that Miss Rappe 
at times blamed Arbuckle, saying: 

“He hurt me.” 

At other times, they testified, she 
didn’t know what happened to her 
and kept repeating: 

“Do you think Roscoe did anything 
to me?” 

She-also confided to the nurses the 
details of her friendship with Henry 
Lehrman, film producer. 

The trial enters a new week of tak- 
ing testimony with the defense hav-} 
ing gained a number of small advan- 
tages from the testimony of some of 
the state’s most important witnesses. 

The principal surprise of the trial 
so far is the fact that District Attof- 
ney Matthew Brady has announced 
that he does not intend to ase the 
testimony of Mrs. Bambina Maude 
Belmont, who was the complaining wit- 
ness at the preliminary examination 
and who signed the complaint charg- 
with murder. It was 
her protests to the police and her ver- 
sion of the now famous “gin-jollifica- 
tion’ which led to Arbuckle’s arrest.

AT ATLANTA HOME 


Prominent Business Man 
Was Inventor and Man- 
ufacturer of the Turbine 
Water Wheel.

A. A. Del.oach, aged 64, prominent- | 
ly identified with business circles in 
Atlanta, died at his home, 548 Ffizh- 
land avenne Sunday afternoon, fol- 
lowing an extended illness. Mr. De- 
Loach was owner of the A. A. De- 
Loach company, in Oakland City, 
which manufactures mill machinery. 
He was the inventor and manufactur- 
er of the DeLoach turbine’ water 
wheel and friction-driven saw mill 
engine, which have been sold all over 
the world. 

Funeral services will be conducted 
at the residence at 10:30 o’clock Tues- 
day morning by Dr. T. R. Kendall. 
Interment will follow in West View 
cemetery, with H. M. Patterson & 
Son in charge. 

Surviving Mr. DeLcach are his wid- 
ow, Mrs. Jennie McMillan DeLoach; 
five brothers, H. A. DelLoach, of 
Tampa, Fla.; H. H. DeLoach, of 
Knoxville, Tenn.; Virgil DeLoach, of 
Norfolk, Va.; A. G. DeLoach, of Mu- 
latt, Fla., and J. K. DéeLoach, of At- 
lanta, and a= sister, Mrs. Charles 
Vernoy, of Athens. 

Came Here as Page. 


Mr. DeLoach, who was a native of 
Bulloch county, first came to Atlanta 
as a page in the state senate, during 
the terms of office of his father, W. 
DeLoach, and his uncle, Robert 
DeLoach. 

Later, after graduating in a busi- 
ness course at Poughkeepsie Univer- 
sity, of New York. Mr. DeLoach came 
to Atlanta im 1880 and established a 
manufaacturing plant on Highland 
avenue, where he manufactured and 
sold his own inventions, the DeLoach 
turbine water wheel and the DeLoach 
friction-dirven saw mill engine. He al- 
so manufactured shingle mill machin- 
ery and lathes. 

In 1896, the plant was completely 
burned and the patents destroyed. 
Three weeks after destruction of the 
plant, however, the establishment had 
been rebuilt, and was again running 
at almost full capacity. 

Abandons Local Plant. 

Ten years later, in 1906, Mr. De- 
Loach, believing it would be to his 
advantage to abandon his Atlanta 
plant and establish a, similar enter- 
prise in northern Alabama, left the 
city and built a plant in Bridgeport, 
Ala. At the time his Atlanta plant 
was shipping approximately $50,000 
worth of machinery a month. 

The panic of 1907 came shortly after 
Mr. DeLoach was well established in 
Bridgeport, however, and from an 
output of $50,000 worth of machinery

The announcement

mit any Russian participation in the 
limitation of armaments and Far 
Eastern conference. 

Present Problems. 

The government announcement, as 
interpreted here, means that what- 
ever discussion there is at Washing- 
ton will deal only with present Rus- 
sian-American problems. 

Litvinoff has been acting as a 
“traveling salesman” for the soviets, 
and has visited various European 
countries, arranging trade treaties and | 
other economic details. 

It is believed his primary mission 
to Washington will be to reopen 
Russian-American trade channels 
which have been blocked since the 
overthrow. of the Kerensky regime. 

Council Disappointed. 

The communication consenting to 
the dispatch of a soviet representative 
was received indirectly, and the re-- 
sulting conference of the council of 
commissars was marked by expres- 
sions of disappointment over the fact 
that Russia will be excluded from the 
disarmament conference and the iss!

China Provides Paradox 
World Need Not Disarm 


Of Conference on Arms 


If She Had Arms,

Washington, November 20.—It | 
one of the paradoxes of world politics, 
that this conference for the partial | 
disarmament of the world is assembled | 
chiefly to ameliorate the condition of 
China, a nation that has maintained 
herself for 4,000 years, conspicuous 
chiefly for the fact that she has never 
armed herself. If China had _ been 
armed to her teeth during the last 
fifty years there would be no need 
of the nations of the world Jaying 
down their arms today. For this con- | 
ference is sitting and puzzling its head | 
into befuddlement because China isn’t 
safe to be left out at night. If there 
were no Chinese problem, there would 
be no Pacific problem, and if there 
were no Pacific problem we Americans 
would not care how much gun toting 
After we have 
decided what the spring fashions in | 
mankilling machinery will be next 
spring, about the only thing left for 
the conference to do will be to bound 
China and adjourn. 

But bounding China is no easy mat- 
For no one knows exactly what 
China is territorially. Possibly ‘Thibet 
is a part of China; possibly not. It 
may be that Mongolia is a part of 
China, but no one is certain, least 
of all the Chinese. South China may 
be included as a part of China by the 
Peking government. But the in- 
clusion bitterly resented by the 
Canton government. China is not 
held together by the ties of a strong 
central government. About the only 
sure thing politically about the Chi- 
nese is-their antipathy to a monarchy. 

Bound by Race.

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Mrs. McLendon Goes s to Reward

Lived to See Liquor Out-

Granted Right of Suf- 
frage. 


Mrs. Mary Latimer McLendon, pres- 
ident of the Georgia Woman's Suf- 
frage association, pioneer’ suffrage 
leader and one of the most noted 
women in the gtate, died Sunday 
afternoon at 4:50 o’clock at Davis- 
Fischer sanitarium, following a linger- 
ing illness. 

She lived to see the national] enfran- 
chisement of women, an ambition she 
had cherished and for the fulfillment 
of which she had fought for more than 
thirty years. Mrs. McLendon was 81 
years of age at the time of her death, 
five years younger than Mrs. W.. H. 
Felton, of Cartersville, her only sis- 
ter, 

Perhaps no other two women ever 
occupied a more prominent place in 
the life of Georgia than Mrs. McLen- 
don and Mrs. Felton. Both have been 
militant workers for the political ad-| 
vancement of their sex. Mrs. Felton| 
is a widely-known writer and Mrs. Mc- | 
Lendon had written numerous articles 
in southern newspapers and magazines 
in the interest of suffrage. 

Held Many Offices. 

In addition to being president of the 
Georgia Woman’s Suffrage associa- 
tion, having been named leader vf the 
organization in 1891, Mrs. McLendon 
was honorary president of’the .itlanta 
Equaj Suffrage association; state su- 
perintendent of the. medal contest work 
of the Women’s Christian Temperance 


W. C. T. U., and president of the At- 
lanta Frances Willard chapter of the | 
W.C. T. U. She had been a member 
of the Trinity Methodist church for 
more than sixty_ years. 

Mrs. McLendon was born in June, 
1840. She was a first honor graduate 
of the Southern Masonic Female col- 
lege, conducted, at the time of her 
graduation, in Covington. Mrs. Mc- 
Lendon’s public activities first began | 
as a member of the W. C. T. U., then! 
fighting for a foothold in Georgia. | 
Also, in this fight, she realized her | 
dream of seeing intoxicating drink 
outlawed by the national congress. 
Her activities in the cause of temper- 
ance have been recognized throughout | 
the south. 

Mrs. McLendon was the mother of | 
three children, a daughter, Mrs, Wil

The convention, at which 46 states 
are represented, will continue through 
Wednesday, with the Piedmont hotel 
as general convention headquarters. 
Preliminary meetings were held by 


publicity directors, the executive | 
committee and the National Fruit 
Growers’ committee of 21 Saturday, 
following a meeting of directors of 
the information department Friday. 


Address of Soule. 


A feature of the Monday meeting 
will be an address upon “The Crisis in 
Southern Agriculture and How to 
Meet It,’ by Dr. Andrew M. Soule, 
president of the Georgia Agricultural 
college. The address of the pres- 
ident of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, J. RK. Howard, will be 
delivered in the afternoon. The re- 
port of the secretary, J. W. Cover- 
dale, will follow the president’s ad- 
dress. 

Heads of departments of the fed-

French Premier Will Turn - 

Thoughts of Delegates 
From Naval to Land 
Armaments. 


“HARBORS NO THOUGHT 
OF DISTURBING PEACE” 


It Is Not Believed That 
Any Definite Plan. Is 
Ready for Army Lim- 
itations. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, November 20.—Werld 
attention will shift from. naval to 
land armaments when Premier Bri- 
and, of France, speaks tomorrow be- 
fore the arms conference, His ad- 
dress, provided for at the last plenary 
session of the conference, is expect- 
ed to be a very frank statement of 
the reasons that impel France to 
maintain the largest army in the 
world. 

The subject to be covered by the 
' French premier’s statement is prob- 
ably the point of most immediate im- 
portance to France in the entire con- 
ference. In informed circles, it is 
expected the address will be a de- 
fense of French military prowess 
which the French authorities hope 
will absolve that country before the 
world from any suspicion of aggres- 
sive designs on the continent, 

In expressing general adherence of 
France to the American plan for na- 
val reductions, M, Briand, said to 
the conference: 

“When it comes on the agenda, as 
it is inevitable it will come, to the 
question of land ‘armament, a ques- 
tion particularly delicate for France, 
as you are all aware, we have no in- 
tention to eschew this question. We 
shall answer your appeal fully con- 
scious that this is a question of a 
grave and serious nature for us. The 
question will be raised—it has been 
raised—and if there is a country that 
desires, that demands that the ques- 
tion of land armaments should be 
raised, it is France, 

That World. May Know. 

““f hope that I shall be able fo 
state publicly what the position of 
France is, so that the United States 
and the world may fully know. And 
when I have tried to prove this, when 
you have listened to this demonstra- 
tion, I am quite sure that you will 
be convinced that France, after the 
necessities of safety and life have 
been adequately secured, harbors no 
thought whatever of disturbing the 
peace of the world.” 

Beyond this forecase of Premier 
Briand’s intended utterance, there has 
been nothing to indicate that land 
armament questions is to be taken up 
definitely in Washington. 

Hughes May Aet. 

Following the address of Premier 
Briand, it was said tonight, Chairman 
Ilughes probably will suggest that the 
whole question of land armaments be 
referred to the committee of five for 
an appropriate resolution dealing with 
the proposed treatment of the subject. 

So‘far as can be learned, no power 
represented at the conference has pre- 
pared any plan for limitation or re- 
duction of land forces. All delega- 
tions are armed with volumes of s*-- 
tistics dealing wit harmies, among 
other armament developments, but 
neither the Dnited States nor Great

In the main, proposed modifications 
seem to center about the contention 
that the “5-5-3” formula which is 
hased on tonnage alone, does not prop- 
erly affect present proportionate 
strength when such other elements as 
speed, cruising radius and armament 
are considered ship for ship. 

U. S. “Stands Pat.” 

Thus far there has been every in- 
dication that the American group 
would “stand pat” forin its proposal 
of maintaining the existing ratio, but 
it is declared the natural viewpoints 
of the other powers as to what con- 
stitute a fair basis of comparison will 
have due recognition as the negotia- 
tions proceed, 

The result may be a more thorough 
review of the exact status of the 
present naval establishments of the 
three powers which the Japanese hold 
will show Japan's right to an increase 
over the “5-5-3” proportion. but which 
American experts declare will be more 
likely to establish that Great Britain 
and the United States each is entitled 
to almost a 2 to 1 advantage over 
Japan. 

The advisabilitv of such a review 
is understood to have been discussed 
vesterday at a conference between See 
retary Hughes, Arthur J. Balfour and 
Admiral Baron Kato, respective heads 
of the American, British and Japa- 
nese delegations and is expected to 
receive consideration very soon aft a 
meeting of the international commit- 
tee of naval experts appointed to sift 
details. 

Enters Second Week. 

By highest authority the Associated 
Press was assured tonight that the 
American government stood = four 
square behind its original proposal to 
regulate limitation by the yard stick 
of existing strength and had no inten- 
tion of making concessions which 
would modify that principle. ‘The 
American delegates do not want to 
adopt a “‘take-it-or-leave-it” attitude, 
however, so far as details are concern- 
ed and are willing to hear the views 
of any power which thinks it may 
have been done an injustice. 

Thus as the conference swings into 
its second week there are increasing 
indications that the show-down, so far 
as the fundamentals of a naval arma- 
ment agreement are concerned, may be 
reached speedily. In the Far East- 
ern negotiations, developments are not 
moving so rapidly and there seems to 
he a growing impression that if de- 
tails are to be worked out at all the 
process will be a long one, 

Tomorrow the conference will make 
a start on still another of its prob- 
lems, that of land armaments. At an 
open session Premier Briand is ex- 
pected to present the considerations 
hehind France's present enormous 
army outlay and to invite discussion 
from the other powers.

And when 
any portion of the British empire is 
compelled by considerations of its own 
welfare and security to take a defi- 
nite stand, the- whole British empire 
is necessarily involved. 
Should be Abrogated. 

In the one event, therefore, the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance is super- 
fluous; in the other, it is worse than 
futile. Regard for Japan, where this 
situation is understood, no Jess than 
regard for British honor, demands 
that the alliance should be abro- 
gated. 

Iniess the Washington conference 
achieves success it will leave the 
situation in the Far East, and of the 
world generally. worse than if it had 
never been convened. If it is to sue- 
ceed in fullest measure. there must 
be the utmost attainable clearness 
in the positions and policies of the 
powers attending it. Save in _ re- 
gard to the limitation of armaments 
—which may in theory be arranged 
independently. of an understanding 
upon Pacific problems—the success of 
the conference will depend upon the 
constructive good will of the various 
rowers toward the greatest Asiatic 
people, the Chinese, The leading dele- 
gates to the conference are not with- 
hope. that Japan may prove to 
he as helptul in this respect as any 
other power. The official definition 
of her attitude by Admiral Baron Ka- 
to in the committee on Pacific and 
kar Eastern questions was therefore 
eagerly awaited. Satisfaction with 
iis general tone is somewhat quali- 
fied by its suggestion that the con- 
ference can only attempt to adjust 
(‘hina’s foreign relations, “leaving her 
domestic situation to be worked ont, 
by the Chinese themselves: and by 
the statment that Japan would “re- 
gret the undue protraction of the 
discussions by detailed examination of 
innumerable minor matters.” 

Must Will Alliance. 

It is unquestionable that many 
prominent Chinese, who presumably 
take part in working out the domes- 
tic situation of theit country. are 
subject to Japanese control. Some 
indication that Japan is not aiming 
at the perpetuation of undue influ- 
ence in Chinese domestic affairs, and 
some more precise definition of what 
“innumerable minor matters’ may be, 
would tend to remove suspicions of 
which the persistence might serious- 
ly detract from the usefulness of the 
conference. 

But if suspicion is to be dispelled 
in all directions, the policy of the 
British empire must be at least as 
clear as that of any other power. This 
it canont be until the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance, which, under conditions now 
obsolete, rendered notable services to 
the world at large, is relegated to 
the domain of history. If this is 
done, aS a spontaneous expression of 
British policy, the way will be open 
for understandings of a more general 
nature of which a larger system of 
international co-operation in fhe Far 
Kast could be based.

But why are these people close to 
things in Wasbirgton aghast at the 
program of the conference, people who 
two montbs ago looked forward to it 
confidence, even exultation? No 
doubt this is. explained partly by the 
saddening realization that cutting! 
down armaments does not necessarily 
mean long-continued peace; that there! 
must be settlements. When they look 
over the problems to he settled. at- 
tempt to put themselves in the place 
of the people concerned, find solutions 
through agreements which do not re- 
quire force behind them, they are ap- 
palled at the difficulties in the way. 


Japan Aggressive, 
Needs Food. 


Let us put the problems which face | 
them into their simplest terms: Japan 
cannot get enough food on her six big 
and her 600 little islands for her 60.- 
OVU,000 people. She is spilling over 
into China and its dependencies—not y 
merely as a_ settler, content to till the 
soil, to work the mines, to sell in the 
market place, but as an aggressive 
conquerer, aspiring to military and po- 
litical control as well as economic op- 
portunity. 

China, that is young China—ihe 
founder of the republic—says she will 
not have it; that she must govern and 
administer ber own, and we, China’s 
friend, are backing the integrity she 
demands. But Japan is “in China’— 
“in” as are Great Britain and France, 
She has an army and navy to back 
her pretensions and she can very well 
say, and does,, “Why should Great 
Britain and France be allowed to hold 
their political and military control in 
Hongkong and in Tongking, to raise 
und train troops, not their own peo- 
ples, but natives, collect taxes, run 
postoffices, and we be forbidden? If 
they do these things, and they do, why 
should Japan not have equal privi- 
leges 7’ 

Young China 
Against Old China. 

Young China answers to this per- 
tinent inquiry: “It was old China that 
arranged those things. You are dealing 
now with a new China, one that does 
not intend to barter its inheritance, 
that proposes to rule its own; a China|! 
that will no longer submit to having a 
carving knife applied to its breast. 

“What old China did we inherited 
and must make the best of, but it is 
our duty to see that no nation on 
earth ever again takes from us what 
we do not willingly give. You must 
abandon your effort to direct our 
policies, administer our railroads, | 
keep your troops on our soil,” 

What frightens my doorkeeper, who 
gets bis views from the press, and 
the press, that gets its views from a 
hundred conflicting sources, is how 
peacefully Japan’s right to food for 
her people and China’s right to her 
own are to be squared. 

Can the one inalienable right be 
fitted into the other inalienable right 
by other means than foree? Of course 
there are many places on the earth 
besides China where Japan might ex- 
pand, but search as they will these 
anxious observers do not find any 
available spot except in Asia. 

“Give Japan 
Something!” 

One of the chief occupations in 
Washington as the peace conference 
opeus is trying to find some territory 
from which Japan can get ber food: 
something the conference can “give’’ 
her, something that ‘will satisfy her. 
As things now are such a search must 
start with the presumption that there 
is nothing for Japan on the western 
hemisphere. Obviously there is no 
place for her in Europe; Australia 
will not have her; we will not have 
hér; we will not consent to her pene- 
trating the Philippines. The narrow- 
er the confines are drawn the more 
hysterical. observers grow in their 
search, the more they insist the con- 
ference must “give’ Japan somethiig. 
“‘Give’ her eastern Siberia.” But 
what right has this conference to! 
deal with any part of Siberia? The 
United States has finally settled her 
attitude to this suggestion by declar- 
ing that she will not consider at this 
meeting any participation of Russian 
territory. She refuses to countenance 
the carving up of Russia as she does 
any further carving up of China. She 
refuses even to recognize the govern- 
ment that is now struggling to plant 
itself in eastern Siberia—and it looks 
as if it had very good foothold. It 
is Russia's problem to take care of 
the eastern Siberian republic. She) 
must be free as China must be free 
to work out her own destiny. 


How About 


Manchuria? | 
Then “give’ Japan Manchuria! She | 
already has important recognized | 
rights that come from old wars; the 
territory borders on Korea which Ja- 
pan holds and governs and undoubted- 
ly the conference will not dispute her 
claim to Korea,’ since that claim 
stands on the same kind of a bottom |

A GOOD EXAMPLE. 

Great Britain has set a good 
example to the rest of the world 
in ordering the suspension of 
operations in her navy ship- 
building yards, pending the agree- 
ment of the disarmament confer- 
ence on ae world-wide “naval 
holiday.” 

More than that, since Great 
Britain is the leading naval 
power in the world, and the 
nation most jealous of her naval 
strength, her action in this in- 
stance is a good omen portending 
the adoption and success of the 
American plan for the feduction 
of armaments on the sea. 

That country has under way 
the construction of four super- 
Hoods, the aggregate cost of 
which to the tax-payers of Great 
Britain would be 40,000,000 
pounds, or about $200,000,000. 
Other naval crafts are also being 
built, bringing the total cost, 
when completed to $500,000,000. 

If the Hughes plan goes into 
effect all of those ships would 
have to be scrapped. 

Great Britain’s view is aptly 
expressed by Admiral Mark Kerr, 
of the British admiralty, who is 
quoted as saying, “the decision 
(to suspend naval construction 
work) is the logical outcome of 
what is occurring in Washington, 
There is no use in spending 
money in building ships if all are 
to be scrapped.” 

It is unfortunate that the other 
governments to be affected by the 
proposed plan, particularly that 
of the United States which origi- 
nated it, have not seen fit to take 
the same course. 

Announcement from the navy 
department Friday quoted Secre- 
tary Denby as saying that work 
on the construction of American 
battleships and battle cruisers 
will be carried on, despite the ac- 
tion of Great Britain, wntil it is 
determined whether or not a defi- 
nite agreement for halting naval 
construction can be reached in the 
conference for the limitation of 
armaments. 

This indicates a questionable at- 
titude of the United States ft:- 
ward its own proposal, and plain- 
ly a lack of desire on the part 
of the administration to spare the 
tax-payers of the country from the 
possibility of needless expendi- 
tures for naval craft subsequently 
to be destroyed in compliance 
with international agreement. 

All maval construction work 
should be halted at once, and 
kept in suspense at least until 
the big question now pendiag in 
the conference is decided one way 
or the other.

Editor Constitution: The article 
on “Corned Beef and All-Pork Sau- 
sage,” to which you kindly gave so 
choice a position on the editorial page 
of The Constitution, of the 18th inst.. 
attracted very general attention. I 
know this by reason of mention made 
to me personally on yesterday and 
letters received this morning. 

Additional information is desired 
by farmers who are directly interest- 
ed in the subject. The question comes 
to me: “After the lapse of 15 or 20 
days, and the beef is ready for ta- 
ble, should it be removed from the 
brine?” The naswer is, no. Keep 
it in the brine until all has been used. 

It will interest you to know that 
pork hams may be pickled by use of 
the corned beef recipe. ‘There are 
but few things more delightful on a 
winter's day than pickled ham and 
a head of rare old Georgia collards, 
after the latter have been liberally 
treated by “Jack Frost.” What a 
dish when prepared by one of the 
incomparable negro cooks esteemed to 
be part of the family and the house- 
hold! And corned beef, boiled with 
one half of a North Carolina cabbage 
under the almost faultless eye and 
the close attention of the old-time cook 
alluded to, lent a juiciness to the 
cabbage that made it indescribably 
sweet, 

No, corned beef may not be smoked. 
Where one desires to have home- 
smoked beef, one must salt the beef 
and pack it down on floor or in half 
hogshead. The salt should be rubbed 
into the meat, and a reasonable quan- 
tity of saltpeter rubbed in at the 
joints. Let stand two weeks, then 
overhaul it—leaving the old salt on 
floor or in hogshead. With a new 
supply of salt, resalt, and carefully 
pack in place; let remain ten days, 
then shake off the salt, and hang 
meat in smokehouse. You know that 
corn cobs or hickory waste wood. 
gathered in the woods, are excellent 
smoke-producing material. Have an 
eye to the meat in the smokehouse. 
To protect against loss by too great 
heat. etc., the smokehouse must be 


regularly inspected. 
You know, of course, that pork— 


hams, sides and shoulders—which has 
been carefully “salted down,” may be 
given the requisite number of days 
in a smokehouse, and thus made de- 
lightful for table, and in request at 
good prices when marketed. 


In all I have said on this subject, 
I have said by the card; for in my 
boyhood days, I assisted in cutting 


up meat, then salted it and packed 
it down; overhauled it, resalted it, 
helped string it for the smokehouse; 
oft-times inspected the meat and the 
smokehouse. 1 look back with great 
pleasure to all I learned in those 
days. It was not that “I had to do 
the work,” but that I took a lively 
interest in doing it. I never missed 
school. I had one year at Emory 
college; then, a mere lad, I had four 
years’ discipline and education in the 
confederate army. 

I have elaborated this story for 
the reason that every farmer, and a 
large number of people in the small 
towns of the state, need to utilize 
the little economies I have pointed 
out. 

Many rarmers are preparing hogs 
for slaughjfer this winter. Let me 
urge them not to feed the hogs on 
corn only. The immediate effect of 
that kind of feeding will be that 
each hog will have a superabundance 
of fat. Each hog will be wastefully 
fat. 1 would not feed corn until the 
last week of’ the fattening period. Up 
to that time, I would feed the hogs 
on skim or separator milk and wheat 
bran. This feed will largely increase 
the quantity of lean meat. Corn 
may be fed during the final week 
as already suggested. It will harden 
the fat and be otherwise beneficial. 
My own preference and practice was 
to feed no corn at all—just the skim- 
milk and wheat bran, 60.to 90 days— 
preferably 90 days—will give you 
heavy-weighing pork free from an ex- 
cess of fat. 


If, following your own ideas, you 
feed peanuts to fatten hogs, do not 
fail to add, during last two weeks 
of feeding period, a liberal ration of 
millo maize meal, It will greatly 
lessen excess oil.

A Good Way to Settle 
| The British Debt 


Editor Constitution: In settlement 
of the financial account between 
Great Britain and the United States, 


why would it not be a good idea 
for us to negotiate for the British 
possessions in the West Indies? 

We paid $25,000,000 for the pur- 
chase of the Virgin islands from 
Denmark. They consist of St. 
Thomas,.St. John and St. Croix. The 
total amount of land is 138 square 
miles. That means $181,159.42 per 
square mile. There is something 
else we could use, and that is the 
British islands inthe Atlantic ocean, 
which cover Bermuda, 20 square 
miles; Anguilla, 35 square mes; 
Barbuda, 62 square miles; St. Kitts, 
68 square miles; Nevis, 50 square 
miles; Antigua, 108 square miles; 
Monserrat 311-2 square miles; Do- 
minico, 291 square miles; St. 
Lucia; 233 square miles; Bar- 
badoes, 166 square miles; Grenada 
and Grenadines, 123 square miles; 
Tobago, 1441-2 square miles, and, 
Trinidad, with 1,754 square miles, 
and British Honduras’ with 8,598 
square miles, making in al] 21,468 
square miles. 

Calculating this territory at the 
Same price we paid for the Dan- 
ish West Indies per square mile, we 
would arrive at a total of $3,885,- 
888,559. 

We could purchase these island 
from Great Britain and pay them 
with the certificates of indebted- 
ness which we now hold in the 
United States treasury, and which 
were given by Great Britain to us. 
Great Britain could have no objec- 
tion because all she is looking for 
is to find some way out to pay the 
debt, and keep the gold within her 
own treasury. There would be no 
gold transferred in this transaction. 


We can make good use of these 
possessions. They have no value to 
any country except the United 
States. They could only be made 


use of ag against the United States 
in case of a war, and of such there 
is not even a slight possibility com- 
ing from Great Britain. In turn 
Great Britain could not dispose of 


them to another European nation; it 


would simply be in violation and 
contrary to the Monroe doctrine, 
which would not permit an interfer- 
ence on the part of Eyrope in the 
Americas. These islands are valua- 
ble only to the United States, not 
only from a political and commer-. 
cial standpoint of view, but—think- 
ing of Bermuda and the Bahamas, 
how effectively we would be able 
to curb bootlegging. Why not put 
it up to Volstead?

New York, November 20.—Protest- 
ing against the use in New York of 
the open forum for disseminating the 
idea of birth control, was made in 
a statement issued today by Arch 
Bishop Patrick J. Hayes, of the Ro- 
man Catholie Arch diocese, of New 
York. 

“Common prudence -and decency,” 
he said, “should keep such discussion 
within the walls of a elinic, or only 
for the ears of the matured and ex- 
perienced.”’ 

The laws of God and man, and hu- 
rin experience, he said, all were con- 
demnatory of birth control ‘preached 
by a few irresponsible individuals 
without indorsement or approval, as 
far as I know, of a reputable body of 
physicians or a medical society, whose 
province it is to advise the public on 
such matters.”’ 

He declared the tenets of birth con- 
trol were in direct opposition to the 
opihion of many distinguished scien- 
tists of the world who had been mak- 
ing a serious study of the causes of 
impending deterioration of the race, 
which had been foreseen by well- 
known biologists. 

“The voice of Theodore Roosevelt,’ 
he continued, “still echo throughout 
the world in his strong denunciation 
of race suicide and the sins against 
the cradle; his love of family life 
remains one of the most wholesome 
memories of his most noble charac- 


He said he felt it a public duty to 
protest against open birth control dis- 
cussion and that he did so, not in a 
sectarian spirit, but in the broader 
one of the common weal.

Not improbably, the Washington 
confidence will be instantiy attached 
by many so-called liberals the world 
over as offering no relief for existing 
afflictions of the world, and represent- 
ing no forward step torward interna- 
tional association or toward the league 
of nations. 

On the other hand, there will be a 
general disposition in this country and 
in England to accept Mr. Hughes’ es- 
timate, and regard the Washintgon 
conference as a first step in the direc- 
tion of international understanding. 
Mr. Hughes’ conception, that the way 
to begin, was to begin, and that the 
limitation of naval armaments was the 
one specific and definite thing which 
could be done, has prevailed; has made 
the conference what it has been, and 
the ultibate success or failure will de- 
pend on whether, as Mr. Hughes be- 
lieves the present session proves a 
beginning or an isolated incident. 

One further consequence of the 
Washington conference is likely to be 
the final dissolution of Anglo-French 
ties. The bitterness here between the 
two natians has been more acute than 
is generally known. M. Briand and 
Mr. Balfour, for example, have never 
called upon each other, or met, except 
in the accident of the conference, or of 
social oceasion.
